lf the tru th be told, tile platform 
w as not the strong, forthright dec­ 
laration of principles and intentions 
th at a vast umiiber of Republicans 
had hoped it would be.

It is timely for more 
than one reason. 
The United States 
government operates on a fiscal year 
running from July I to Hie next June 
.’IO and we are, therefore, Just about 
to close another fiscal year. 
A second 
reason why this Inquiry is timely re 
Jatos to the size of the present public 
debt, almost $32,000,000,000. 
Our public debt has surged higher 
than normal during two periods of the 
last twenty years and the course of fie' 
debt, therefore, Is one with which most 
m ature persons ore more or less fa­ 
miliar. 
B u t It remains as a fact that, 
while most people are informed con­ 
cerning the total of the national debt, 
they have not had opportunity to learn 
exactly what it means to the Indi­ 
vidual. 


Treasury transactions, as a whole, 
are rather difficult to understand and 
since the sums in which government 
figures now run are so huge, the gen­ 
eral attitude of Individuals is to let the 
thing pass as a m atter for expert a t­ 
tention. 
It ought not to be go. 
The 
public debt Is a m atter of direct con­ 
cern to every one of us and that is a 
further reason why the Inquiry men­ 
tioned nbove is important. 


T have often wondered w hether Indi­ 
viduals, in considering whatever obli­ 
gations they b are in the form of debt. 
fake Info account the fact that fie* 
public debt actually Is a commitment 
against you and me and everyone else 
Persons who have not so thought of 
the 
public 
debt, 
probably 
will 
be 
shocked to learn that In addition to 
their obligations that have been con­ 
tracted personally, there Is something 
like |245 which, although an infinites!* 
mal portion of tile public debt* const!- 
lutes actually an Individual obligation, 
rl herefore, w hen any person looks af 
that vague and shadowy term, “the 
public debt** In this light, they cannot 
help but realize th at It has a very real 
and personal meaning to Hie Individual. 
I iiat enormous sum <,f nearly $32,OOO,- 
000,000 must lie paid off as any other 
debt and the fovernm esf must 
cm]. 
lect It from everyone who lives in this 
country. 


Again, the public debt may seem a 
thing far removed but It Is brought 
home directly to each of us through 
Hie taxes we pay and In m ore ways 
limn most of us care to adm it we are 
contributing that tax. 
So, when the 
government contracts s debt and ar­ 
ranges to pay it off, the only way col 
lection is possible for the extraordinary 
am ount is by Increasing the share of 
government expenses which each of us

To understand tho situation In which 
the 
United

sands of Individuals are In debt but 
nearly ail of Hmm seriously try to

Hook Tell* of Eye Treatment 
1,000 Years Ago. 


Chicago.—Arab 
oculists, 
practicing 
In Bagdad 1,000 years ago, prescribed 
remedies for diseases of the eye, many 
of which are still in use today. 
Operations for cataracts, treatment 
for trachoma of the eyelids, remedies 
for headache and treatment for squint 
eye were daily procedures of these an­ 
cient eye doctors who practiced in the 
bazaars of Bagdad. 
The wide extent to which ophthal­ 
mology was known a century before 
the Dark ages is revealed through the 
first English translation of the Tadhkl- 
rat (Tile Oculist's Memorandum book) 
of Ali Bin Isa by Dr. Casey Wood, for­ 
mer head of tile department opthal- 
mology of the Northwestern university 
medical school. 


Regarded Most Original. 


The book Is regarded as the most 
original and complete of all the early 
treatises on the diseases of the eye. 
^ The translation was done by Doctor 
Wood In Rome where he had access to 
the vast store of material In the Vati­ 
can library. 
The completed manuscript was re­ 
turned to America, where it was pre 
pared for publication by Dean Irving 
Cutter and Dr. Harold Gifford, present ; 
head of the department of ophthal­ 
mology 
of 
Northwestern 
university 
medical school. 
Not until the Eighteenth century, 
when Kepler published ids work on 
dioptries, 
when 
the 
prescription 
of 
glasses became common, did any better 
treatise on ophthalmology appear, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Wood. 
The Tndhkirat Is divided Into three 
books. 
The first is devoted to the 
anatomy of the eye. The second treats 
of external diseases of the eye, of 
which 70 are Included, ranging from 
diseases of the lid and Hie falling out 
of eyelashes to cancer of the cornea. 
Twenty-five internal diseases of the I 
eye are listed In the Hi!rd book, among j 
them being diseases of tile retina, the 
optic nerve; atrophy of the eyeball 
and treatment of squint. 


Give* 143 Remedies. 


The work Includes 143 ophthalmic 
remedies and their specific action on 
the eye. 
Many of these, Doctor Wood 
states, are effective today and well 
known to modern oculists. 
They Include white lead, zinc, ash, 
vitrol and opium. 
He also mention* 
and recommends camphor, musk and 
amber. 
The use of anesthesia as an adjunct 
in operations on the eye appears for 
the fi^t time in any written account 
In the Tadhklrat. The Idea of general 
anesthesia to relieve pain must have 
been original with All, according to 
Doctor Wood, although the Arabian oc­ 
ulist nowhere mentions that it was his 
own discovery. 
"It 
Is remarkable," 
Doctor 
Wood 
states, “that general anesthesia, evi­ 
dently well understood by early Ara­ 
bian surgeons, is either Ignored or 
it* practice denied by medical 
his­ 
torians. 
Its first use in ophthalmic op­ 
erations Is ascribed to Jtinken In 1850, 
over SOO years after All lived and 
practiced.”

Torrens Law in Effect in 
Eight States; What It Is 


The Torrens law is in effect In the 
states of M ississippi, Nebraska, New 
York, North Carolina, Oregon, Utah. 
Virginia, W ashington and In Cook 
county, Illinois. The Torrens system 
•Imply require* that the property 
owner present to a designated court 
proof that he owns his land. 
Usually he does not even need a 
lawyer to do this, because the court 
Is assisted by an official examiner of 
title. 
If the court Is satisfied by tes­ 
timony and claims after hearing all 
sides, It decrees that he owns the 
land. 
The registration fee, which Is 
moderate, include*' an assessm ent of 
*1 a thousand on the value of the 
land for an assurance fund.
